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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 10 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 10 and 12-13 recite the limitation "general formulae [3] and [4]" in line 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently .names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sanghvi et al. Organic Process Research & Development (2000), Vol. 4, pages 175-181 
(Sanghvi) and Grigor'ev et al. Russian Journal of Organic Chemistry (2001), Vol. 37, 
pages 1670-1671 (Grigor'ev). 

Claims 1-15 are drawn to a method for preparing a phosphoramidite with a 
compound of general formula [1] wherein a substituted tetrazole of general formula [2]. 

Sanghvi teaches the synthesis of phosphoramidites embraced by the instant 
general formula [4] employing 2-cyanoethyl-N,N.N',N'-tetraisopropylphosphoramidite 
(Schemes 1-2) and tetrazole as an activator. 

Sanghvi differs from the instantly claimed invention in that Sanghvi does not 
explicitly teach the use of a substituted tetrazole; however, the selection of an 
appropriate activator would have been well within the purview of one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention. 

Grigor'ev teaches 5-substituted tetrazoles. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a substituted 
tetrazole such as 5-phenyltetrazole as an activator in the synthesis of 
phosphoroamidite. Obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either explicitly or implicitly in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. "The test for an implicit showing is what the combined teachings, knowledge of 
one of ordinary skill in the art, and the nature of the problem to be solved as a whole 
would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art." In re Kotzab, 217 F.3d 1365, 
1370, 55 USPQ2d 1313, 1317 (Fed. Cir. 2000), In the instant case, Sanghvi teaches 
performing each of the steps applicant claims in the preparation of phosphoramidite 
compounds claimed, see Schemes 1-2. Although Sanghvi only exemplifies the use of 
tetrazole, one of ordinary skill in the art would readily recognize that the scheme taught 
could also be successfully employed in the instant synthesis. One of ordinary skill in the 
art is seen as one having a PhD in the field of nucleoside/nucleotide synthesis. The use 
of known members of classes of reagents in reactions to effectuate the same type of 
modifications taught in the prior art is not seen to render the instantly claimed methods 
obvious over the art. Once the general reaction has been shown to be old, the burden 
is on the applicant to present reason or authority for believing that a group on the 
starting compound would take part in or affect the basic reaction and thus alter the 
nature of the product or the operability of the process and thus the unobviousness of the 
method of producing it.
